Fort Jackson is one of the United States Army's 
largest military reservations, and is convenienily sit- 
uated just outside the city limits and five miles east 
of the business district of Columbia, the capital site 
of South Carolina. Columbia, a busy, progressive 
city, offers the soldier numerous places of interest, 
entertainment, education and religious worship. 


This 77,000 acre post, located in the heart of ihe 
"Palmetto" (a tree) State, was named in honor of 
Andrew Jackson, born in New Lancaster, South Car- 
olina, a major-general of the Army who distinguished 
himself as a hero in 1814 at New Orleans and who 
later became the Nation's seventh President. 


This post, terrained with tall-pine forests and sev- 
eral picturesque lakes, a sporisman's paradise, was 
founded and opened as Camp Jackson with formal 
Congressional approval in June 1917. A year later, 
45,000 officers and enlisted men under the banners 
of the 30th and the 8Ist Division were trained here 
as World War | troops to be sent to Europe to bolster 
General Pershing's American Expeditionary Forces. 
After the 1918 armistice, the general demobilization 
of the Army took place, and in 1921 the need for the 
Camp as a full-time regular army garrison was past. 
During the period 1925-1940, it was State-controlled 
as an encampment area for the State National Guard 
troops. 


In 1940, the Camp, primarily designed as an In- 
fantry training post, reverted to federa! control

There are 
located on the Post a gymnasium; a field 
house with 3,500 seating capacity; a foot- 
ball field with cinder track, a stadium with 
4,500 seating capacity; three regimental 
baseball fields; fourteen softball fields, 
six of which are lighted; volleyball, hand- 
ball and basketball courts; four tennis 
courts; two cement swimming pools and

For the third time in 32 years the 8th Infantry Division com- 
posed of the 13th, 28th, 6Ist Infantry and their supporting 
units was ordered into active status at Fort Jackson under the 
command of Brig. General Frank G. McConnell on 17 August 
1950. 

Originally activated in January, 1918, the "Golden Arrow" 
division was still enroute to France during World War | when 
the Armistice was signed. The 8th Infantry Regiment, then a 
part of the division, was detained and attached to the Army 
of Occupation, serving on German soil until 19 August. The 
remaining elements of the 8th were immediately returned 
to the United States and in January 1919 the organization dis- 
banded. In March, 1923, the division was reconstituted as an 
inactive unit. 

| July 1940 saw the 8th again ordered to active service at 
Camp Jackson, under command of the late Major General 
Philip B. Peyton, and a week later the Post was announced as a 
permanent military post to be known thereafter as Fort Jack- 
son. The reactivated division consisted mainly of the I3th, 28th

and 34th Infantry Regiments and the 28th and 83rd Field Artil- 
lery Battalions. 


In September, 1941, the 8th took part in the Carolina 
Maneuvers, and with Pearl Harbor and the constant threat 
of an attack on the east coast by German submarines, it was 
directed to patrol the Atlantic Coast. For six weeks during 
the winter of 1942, units of the division patrolled the shores 
from North Carolina to the Florida Keys. 


In April, 1942, after having returned to Fort Jackson, it 
became the 8th Motorized Division. In September of that 
year the division was ordered to participate in the Tennessee 
Maneuvers and from there headed for a new home at Fort 
Leonard Wood, Missouri, In March, 1943 the 8th moved to 
Camp Laguna, Arizona, and participated in desert maneuvers. 
During this period of training it was demotorized and again 
designated a standard infantry division. Returning from desert 
maneuvers to Camp Forrest, Tennessee, preparations were im- 
mediately begun for an overseas movement. Late in November 


The current mission of the Division is to 
train enlistees and selectees to be skilled 
soldiers and to be in subsequent readiness for 
the role of a replacement in a combat unit. 

The motto of the Division is "These are my 
credentials'' and was so preclaimed during 
World War Il when Company | of the 8th 
was ordered to clear out a strip of German 
beach containing pillboxes and coastal guns. 
A platoon commander, while leading his men 
through these knolls and emplacements, 
noticed Germans waving white flags. 

In perfect English, a German medical of- 
ficer announced that General Ramcke was in 
a dugout below and would like to talk terms 
with the American Commanding Officer.
